CHRONOLOGICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE  VARIOUS  ALMSHOUSES 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 


1662.  First  almshouse  built  on  the  Common,  near  the  corner  of  Beacon 
and  Park  streets. 

1682.  First  almshouse  burned. 

1686.  Second  almshouse  built  on  site  of  first. 

1800.  Third  almshouse  built  on  Leverett  street,  opposite  present  Spring 
and  Barton  streets.  Removed  in  1825. 

1823.  Fourth  almshouse  (House  of  Industry)  at  South  Boston. 

1849.  Fifth  almshouse  (House  of  Industry)  at  Deer  Island. 

1872.  Men  transferred  from  Deer  to  Rainsford  Island. 

1874.  Charlestown,  with  its  almshouse,  annexed  to  Boston. 

1877.  Women  transferred  from  Deer  Island  to  Austin  Farm. 

1887.  Women  transferred  from  Austin  Farm  to  Long  Island. 

1889.  Men  transferred  from  Rainsford  to  Long  Island. 

Women  transferred  from  Long  to  Rainsford  Island. 

1895.  Women  returned  to  Long  Island  to  occupy  new  building  erected 
for  their  accommodation. 

Since  1895  both  men  and  women  have  been  cared  for  at  Long 
Island  and  at  the  Charlestown  Almshouse. 
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N.  B. — •  Persons  desiring  to  see  the  Long  Island  Hospital  should  secure 
a  pass  at  the  office  of  the  Trustees,  51  City  Hall. 

The  steamer  “Monitor”  leaves  Eastern  Avenue  Wharf  (north  side  of 
South  Ferry)  every  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  at  2  p.  m.  The 
boat  is  due  at  Boston  on  the  return  trip  at  5  p.  m.  The  wharf  may  be 
reached  by  any  Atlantic  avenue  Union  Station  car,  or  through  Fleet 
street,  from  Hanover  street.  The  Battery  Street  Station  on  the  Atlantic 
circuit  of  the  elevated  system  is  opposite  the  North  Ferry,  from  which  the 
South  Ferry  is  easily  reached  by  walking  about  two  blocks  southward. 

The  Charlestown  Almshouse  is  situated  on  Alford  street,  near  the 
northern  end  of  the  Malden  Bridge,  and  may  be  reached  in  twenty  minutes 
from  Scollay  square  by  any  Everett  and  Malden  car,  or  by  transfer  from 
Sullivan  square. 

Application  for  admission  to  either  institution  should  be  made  to  the 
Institutions  Registration  Department,  City  Hall,  Room  5,  where  the 
question  of  settlement  will  be  determined;  office  hours,  9  to  5  o’clock; 
on  Saturdays,  9  to  1  o’clock  (during  the  four  summer  months  — -  June  to 
September  —  the  office  closes  at  12  o’clock  on  Saturdays).  Any  person 
able  to  walk  should  apply  at  that  office.  An  ambulance  and  carriage  are 
at  the  disposal  of  that  office,  and  will  be  sent  for  persons  unable  to  walk 
to  carry  them  to  the  boat. 

In  the  case  of  a  person  who  does  not  speak  English  it  is  desirable  that 
he  should  be  accompanied  by  a  friend  who  can  interpret  when  he  makes 
his  application  at  Room  5,  City  Hall. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  application  should  be  made  the  day  before  it 
is  intended  that  the  person  should  go  to  the  hospital,  or,  if  an  emergency 
case,  before  12  o’clock,  in  order  that  the  settlement  may  be  investigated 
and  the  ambulance  or  carriage  sent,  if  necessary.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  JANUARY  31,  1915.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  chapter  3,  section  24,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances,  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees 
herewith  respectfully  submit  their  report  for  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1915. 

But  one  change  has  been  made  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees:  Mr.  John  F.  Cusick  was  appointed  to  suc¬ 
ceed  Mr.  Joseph  I.  Stewart,  whose  term  of  service 
expired  on  April  30. 

On  May  8  the  Board  organized  by  the  election  of 
Mr.  Thomas  A.  McQuade,  chairman,  and  Miss  Mary  A. 
Dierkes,  secretary. 

Two  appointments  on  the  visiting  medical  staff  have 
been  made:  Dr.  Irving  Sobotky,  visiting  laryngologist, 
and  Dr.  Ralph  A.  Hatch,  visiting  ophthalmologist. 

The  department  appropriation  for  the  year  was 
$205,200,  whereas  the  expenditures  exceed  that  figure 
by  $8,924.52,  amounting  to  $214,124.52. 
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The  Long  Island  Hospital  appropriation  shows  a 
deficit  of  $6,133.06,  steamer  “ George  A.  Hibbard”  a 
deficit  of  $2,633.53  and  the  Charlestown  Almshouse 
appropriation  a  deficit  of  $899.89. 

The  pauper  expense  account  shows  a  balance  of 
$43.46  and  the  office  expense  account  a  balance  of 
$728.90. 

Although  the  Long  Island  Hospital  expenditures 
exceeded  the  appropriation,  they  showed  a  decrease 
from  the  expenditures  of  1913-14  of  $6,553.04.  The 
appropriation  of  $170,000  granted  for  Long  Island 
was  $22,755  less  than  the  estimate  given  in  the  budget 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  Charlestown  Almshouse  expenditures  exceeded 
the  appropriation  by  $899.89  and  were  $986.58  in  excess 
of  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  year.  An  increase 
of  $600  in  salaries  was  anticipated.  The  purchase  of  a 
horse  increased  the  item  “  Agricultural  Supplies.”  Other 
than  these  two  items  the  expenditures  have  been  very 
nearly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  In  September 
the  sum  of  $1,000  was  added  to  the  original  appro¬ 
priation,  raising  it  to  $17,000. 

For  the  steamer  “  Hibbard”  the  expenditures 
amounted  to  $13,663.53  — $2,663.53  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation  and  $2,579.78  in  excess  of  the  expendi¬ 
tures  for  1913-14.  Upon  the  demand  of  the  United 
States  Government,  four  deckhands  were  added  to  the 
crew,  the  salaries  aggregating  nearly  $2,000.  Addi¬ 
tional  lifeboats  and  rafts  have  also  been  provided,  and 
the  cost  of  repairs  has  been  $1,900.  In  September  the 
sum  of  $3,000  was  added  to  the  original  appropriation, 
raising  it  from  $11,000  to  $14,000. 

The  average  actual  population  at  Long  Island  has 
been  1,000,  an  increase  of  91  over  the  previous  year. 

The  per  capita  weekly  expenditure  has  been  $3.38 
for  the  entire  institution;  $5.99  in  the  hospital  depart¬ 
ment  and  $2.20  in  the  almshouse  department.  The 
per  capita  cost  after  the  income  is  deducted  has  been 
$3.14. 

At  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  the  average  actual 
population  has  been  eighty-nine,  a  decrease  of  two  from 
last  year.  The  per  capita  weekly  expenditure  has  b^en 
$3.64;  the  weekly  per  capita  cost,  $3.60. 
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The  income  for  the  Long  Island  Hospital  for  the 
year  has  been  $12,487.38;  for  the  Charlestown  Alms¬ 
house,  $191.64. 

On  June  13  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  were  held  at  Long  Island,  and  diplomas 
were  awarded  to  thirteen  nurses. 

Diplomas  have  been  awarded  to  the  following  house 
officers:  Bernard  Rabinovitz,  M.  D.,  Leroy  T.  Stokes, 
M.  D.,  Patrick  J.  O’Dea,  M.  D.,  William  J.  Curry  and 
Hampartsoumian  M.  Nishan,  B.  A.,  M.  D. 

The  new  buildings  begun  in  1913  are  completed  and 
occupied. 

The  kitchen  building  provides  storerooms  and  a 
cold  storage  and  refrigerating  plant  with  a  capacity  of 
seven  tons  of  ice  daily.  It  will  now  be  possible  to  pur¬ 
chase  supplies  in  large  quantities  at  times  when  prices 
are  most  favorable  and  to  make  all  the  ice  that  is  used 
on  the  island  and  a  surplus  besides. 

The  kitchen  and  bakery  are  equipped  with  the  most 
approved  machinery  and  appliances  to  minimize  labor 
and  secure  the  best  results.  In  this  building  all  the 
cooking  for  the  entire  institution  for  upward  of  twelve 
hundred  people,  officers  and  inmates,  is  done,  except 
that  done  in  the  diet  kitchens  for  the  different  hospital 
wards.  The  food  is  conveyed  to  the  dining  rooms 
through  underground  corridors,  which  connect  the 
various  buildings.  The  1914  Christmas  dinner  was 
prepared  in  the  new  kitchen. 

The  men’s  dormitory  has  been  rebuilt  to  form  an 
administrative  center  for  the  entire  group  of  buildings, 
and  provides  dormitories  for  men,  isolation  wards  for 
nervous  patients  and  dining  rooms  for  all  officers  and 
employees,  besides  the  general  offices  of  the  institution. 

Although  much  has  been  accomplished  with  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  above  buildings,  the  ever  increasing 
demand  upon  the  facilities  of  the  institution  necessitates 
additional  hospital  wards  and  additional  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  the  nurses.  Through  the  courtesy  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  funds  have  been 
provided  for  this  work  and  contracts  have  just  been 
awarded  for  the  erection  of  a  nurses’  home  with  accom¬ 
modations  for  about  eighty  nurses  and  two  ward  build¬ 
ings  with  a  capacity  of  fifty-four  beds  each.

The  nurses’  home  is  fireproof  throughout  and,  as  it  is 
designed  in  a  court  form,  it  gives  a  desirable  exposure 
in  every  room.  A  modified  Georgian  style  of  archi¬ 
tecture  has  been  used.  The  effect  is  obtained  by  simple 
brickwork  lightened  by  stone  bands  and  spotted  by 
occasional  carved  shields.  The  building,  as  pictured  in 
the  accompanying  cut,  is  the  result  of  a  study  of  the 
most  recent  homes  erected  in  the  East  and  contains 
every  requirement  essential  to  the  comfort  and  safety 
of  the  occupants.  Above  all,  a  domestic  and  homelike 
aspect  has  been  sought  after,  as  the  trustees  desire  to 
make  the  home  attractive  for  the  young  women  who 
temporarily  give  up  their  own  homes  to  study  at  the 
hospital.  While  every  convenience  is  furnished,  it  is 
all  done  simply  and  lacks  the  usual  forbidding,  institu¬ 
tional  character.  The  approach  to  the  building  is 
through  a  courtyard  which  is  to  be  embellished  with  a 
garden  of  old-fashioned  flowers.  The  entrance  leads 
across  a  spacious  brick  terrace,  through  a  columned 
Georgian  portal.  Opposite  the  entrance  vestibule  lies 
the  oak  hall,  the  library  and  the  beamed  living  room 
with  its  high  oaken  wainscot  and  random  tile  fireplace. 
Nearby  is  the  superintendent’s  suite,  overlooking  both 
entrance  and  living  rooms.  The  solicitude  of  the  trustees 
for  the  comfort  of  the  nurses  is  shown  in  the  allotment 
of  an  individual  room  for  each  nurse.  These  rooms  are 
well  lighted  and  comfortably  arranged.  The  home  has  a 
gymnasium,  a  large  lecture  room  and  a  kitchen  for  the 
serving  of  tea  or  light  lunches,  and  a  suite  for  the  teaching 
of  the  latest  ideas  in  dietetics.  There  is  also  an  isolated 
dormitory  where  night  nurses  may  sleep  undisturbed 
during  the  day.  From  the  roof  garden,  which  affords 
facilities  for  exercise  and  recreation,  one  gets  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  view  looking  across  the  water  toward  the  harbor 
entrance. 

The  plan  for  ward  buildings  calls  for  the  addition  of 
two  one-story  buildings  connected  with  the  men’s 
dormitory  or  administration  center.  These  buildings 
are  U-shaped  with  fireproof  partitions  and  floor.  The 
exterior  is  of  stucco  and  the  roof  green  slate.  To  safe¬ 
guard  the  lives  of  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  aged 
and  infirm,  the  buildings  are  to  be  built  but  one  story 
high.  Special  study  has  been  given  to  the  possibility 
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of  removing  the  patients  in  any  emergency.  A  system 
of  terraces  with  ramps  eliminates  all  steps  and  the 
patients  in  their  beds  could  quickly  be  wheeled  out  to 
safety.  Each  building  contains  two  large  wards,  bath 
rooms,  diet  kitchen  and  a  large  day  room  for  convales¬ 
cent  patients. 

With  the  completion  of  these  buildings  it  will  be 
possible  to  furnish  adequate  accommodation  for  the 
present  population,  provide  for  the  inmates  of  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse  and  allow  for  expansion  which 
is  inevitable.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown  Almshouse,  January  31,  1915. 

To  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees: 

The  report  of  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1915,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted. 

As  we  are  still  in  doubt  as  to  the  time  for  the  removal 
of  this  almshouse  to  Long  Island,  no  improvements  or 
repairs  have  been  made  other  than  those  which  have 
been  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  and  for 
the  appearance  and  cleanliness  of  the  buildings.  As 
this  institution  is  very  old,  it  means  almost  constant 
repairing  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 

During  this  year  the  women’s  sun  room  has  had  a 
new  roof  put  on,  while  that  on  the  men’s  sun  room 
has  been  patched;  also  the  hot  water  heater  has  been 
repaired. 

As  heretofore,  religious  services  have  been  held  almost 
every  Sunday  afternoon  which  are  open  to  all  the 
inmates  who  desire  to  attend. 

I  also  take  pleasure  in  mentioning  the  kind  interest 
shown  by  the  clergy  of  St.  Frances  de  Sales  Church. 
They  have  been  untiring  in  their  attention  to  the  sick 
and  each  month  one  of  the  fathers  has  come  to  offer 
his  services  to  the  Catholics  of  the  institution  who 
desired  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  concerts  and 
entertainments  have  been  given,  which  helped  to  break 
the  monotony  for  the  inmates.  One  of  the  concerts 
was  given  by  the  Normal  School  Glee  Club;  another  by 
the  playground  teachers  of  the  Boston  schools,  who 
gave  an  exhibition  of  folk  dancing;  and  a  third  by  the 
Shut-In  Club,  who  gave  the  Christmas  entertainment 
and  also  distributed  candy  to  all  the  inmates.  To  these 
people,  who  have  aided  us  along  these  lines,  we  wish  to 
extend  our  sincere  thanks. 

As  it  was  voted  on  June  8,  1898,  to  have  this  insti¬ 
tution  at  Charlestown  an  almshouse  for  women  and  aged 
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couples,  it  seems  as  if  some  provision  should  be  made  to 
still  keep  a  home  for  these  people,  who  are  worthy  poor, 
independent  from  the  ordinary  almshouse  which  takes 
poor  of  all  classes. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  the  Board  my  appreciation  for 
their  support  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF 
OF  THE  LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Boston,  January  31,  1915. 

To  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees: 

In  our  last  report  allusion  was  made  to  the  fact  that 
certain  new  hospital  buildings  had  been  begun.  These 
buildings  have  now  been  completed  and  are  being  used 
for  the  purposes  of  the  hospital,  thereby  relieving  many 
of  the  conditions  which  have  interfered  with  com¬ 
plete  efficiency  in  the  past.  Among  the  many  advan¬ 
tages  resulting  from  this  increase  of  space  we  mention 
the  new  quarters  for  the  house  staff  —  a  much  needed 
improvement.  The  actual  work  of  the  hospital  is 
largely  dependent  upon  its  house  officers.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  important  that  the  best  possible  men  for  these 
positions  be  secured.  To  this  end  comfortable  living 
conveniences  are  essential  as  well  as  provision  for  an 
instructive  service  comparable  with  that  of  other  hos¬ 
pitals.  As  we  have  frequently  pointed  out,  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  at  the  Long  Island  institution  are  exceptional 
for  men  of  earnestness  and  enthusiasm.  In  order  that 
these  opportunities  be  further  increased,  it  is  eminently 
desirable  that  laboratories  equal  to  those  of  other  insti¬ 
tutions  be  established  under  the  supervision  of  a  com¬ 
petent  director.  We  therefore  wish  to  recommend  the 
establishment  of  a  pathological  or  chemical  laboratory, 
or  both,  equipped  in  the  most  modern  way,  which  shall 
serve  as  a  center  for  research  and  for  the  routine  work 
of  the  hospital.  It  is  not  to  be  doubted,  were  such 
laboratories  established,  that  the  hospital  would  greatly 
benefit,  not  only  as  a  more  adequate  means  of  training 
young  men  for  the  practice  of  medicine  but  also,  and 
even  more  important,  as  a  means  to  the  more  adequate 
and  scientific  treatment  of  its  patients.  This  would 
entail  a  considerable  expense  in  equipment  and  also  in 
the  payment  of  an  adequate  salary  to  the  director.  We 
know  of  no  way,  however,  judging  from  the  experience 
of  other  institutions,  in  which  money  could  be  more 
advantageously  expended. 
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It  is  apparent  that  the  Long  Island  institution  is 
under  a  certain  handicap  from  the  fact  that  it  is  difficult 
to  reach  and  that  the  members  of  the  visiting  staff  are 
under  the  necessity  of  adapting  their  time  to  the  schedule 
of  boats  which  are  used  for  many  other  purposes. 
We  therefore  urge  upon  your  Board  the  desirability 
of  providing  a  boat  which  shall  be  solely  at  the  disposal 
of  the  staff.  This  would  greatly  facilitate  visits  and 
thereby  make  possible  a  closer  cooperation  between  the 
hospital  and  its  visiting  staff. 

The  increased  room  provided  by  the  new  buildings 
makes  reasonable  requests  for  certain  facilities  and 
improvements  which  have  long  been  needed.  Among 
these  is  a  separate  room,  provided  with  the  necessary 
apparatus,  in  which  plaster  appliances  may  be  made, 
together  with  suitable  means  for  applying  plaster, 
a  very  important  adjunct  to  the  proper  treatment  of 
many  patients.  The  X-ray  apparatus  has  not  kept 
pace  with  progress  in  this  important  field.  More 
adequate  apparatus  is  desirable  if  the  work  in  this 
department  is  to  compare  favorably  with  that  in  our 
other  municipal  institutions.  A  separate  obstetric  ward 
is  essential.  In  this  field  of  work  the  admixture  of 
puerperal  women  in  mixed  wards  is  manifestly  undesir¬ 
able.  Means  should  be  provided  for  their  seclusion. 

In  general,  as  we  have  often  had  occasion  to  say 
before,  this  hospital  fills  a  very  definite  need  in  the  com¬ 
munity  and  should  be  provided  with  facilities  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  comparable  to  that  of  its  sister 
institution  for  acute  diseases,  the  Boston  City  Hos¬ 
pital.  Were  such  facilities  provided,  it  is  not  to  be 
questioned  that  work  of  importance  not  only  to  the 
patients  now  resident  at  the  hospital  but  to  those  who 
may  come  after  and  to  the  community  at  large  would 
be  accomplished.  In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of 
note  that  the  habit  of  gifts  to  municipal  institutions  is 
increasing.  The  Long  Island  Hospital  has,  however, 
as  yet  not  been  considered  by  public-spirited  citizens, 
in  striking  contrast  to  the  City  Hospital.  We  desire  to 
impress  upon  the  public  the  possibility  of  providing 
facilities  for  its  varied  work  by  such  private  donations. 
The  hospital,  for  example,  has  no  library;  a  gift  of  books, 
therefore,  or  of  funds  to  buy  them  would  be  most 
acceptable. 

There  have  been  no  resignations  from  the  staff  since 
the  date  of  our  last  report.  The  following  appoint- 
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ments  have  been  made:  Dr.  Irving  Sobotky,  visiting 
laryngologist,  and  Dr.  Ralph  A.  Hatch,  visiting 
ophthalmologist. 

We  again  beg  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  of  your  Board  in  developing  the  hospital 
and  for  the  intelligent  interest  of  its  superintendent  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  its  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown,  Mass.,  January  31,  1915. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Morris, 

Superintendent  Charlestown  Almshouse ,  Charles¬ 
town ,  Mass.: 

The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  past  year 
has  not  differed  much  from  that  of  previous  years.  We 
always  have  a  large  number  of  inmates  under  treatment. 
Almost  every  day  one  or  more  inmates  are  examined 
and  treated  by  the  physician,  and  we  have  had  good  luck 
in  our  efforts  the  past  year. 

Only  three  inmates  died.  One  man  died  very  sud¬ 
denly  of  heart  disease;  one  woman  died  of  cerebral 
hemorrhage;  another  woman  died  of  acute  lobar 
pneumonia.  , 

Four  men  and  seven  women  were  transferred  to 
Long  Island  for  special  hospital  care;  one  man  was 
transferred  to  the  Psychopathic  Hospital. 

Our  success  in  helping  all  these  patients  is  due  in 
great  part  to  the  faithful  assistance  rendered  by  the 
matrons  of  the  medical  department.

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LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

FOR  NURSES. 


This  training  school  is  established  to  give  a  systematic 
course  of  training  and  practice  to  women  in  the  care 
of  patients,  and  to  fit  them  as  trained  nurses  for  any 
class  of  cases. 

The  school  is  connected  with  the  Long  Island  Hospital, 
which  is  located  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
salubrious  islands  of  Boston  Harbor.  The  hospital 
building  is  new  and  modern  in  all  its  appointments 
and  contains  over  three  hundred  beds. 

The  superintendent  of  the  hospital  has  the  general 
supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  school.  The 
superintendent  of  nurses  has  the  immediate  charge  of 
all  the  nursing  in  the  hospital,  of  all  persons  employed 
in  the  wards,  and  also  the  instruction  and  management 
of  the  pupils  in  the  training  school. 

The  course  requires  two  years,  and  includes  medical, 
surgical,  maternity  and  infant  nursing. 

Instruction  is  given  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstra¬ 
tions,  recitations  on  the  same  and  from  text-books,  and 
teaching  at  the  bedside  in  the  regular  performance  of 
duties.  Regular  courses  of  lectures  are  given  by  the 
house  physicians  and  members  of  the  medical  staff. 

Weekly  classes  in  the  principles  of  nursing  are  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 

Preliminary  course  extends  during  two  months  of 
probation,  and  includes  hygiene  of  hospital  wards, 
nursing  ethics,  points  in  practical  nursing,  beds  and  bed 
making,  baths,  carrying  of  trays  and  feeding  of  helpless 
patients,  giving  of  medicines,  of  enemata,  and  use  of 
female  catheter;  preparation  and  giving  of  hypodermic 
injections,  prevention  and  care  of  bed  sores,  care  of 
convalescent  patients;  management  of  ward  supplies, 
care  of  hot  water  bottles  and  ice  caps;  taking  of  pulse, 
respirations  and  temperatures;  keeping  of  clinical  charts; 
attendance  with  junior  class  at  lectures  and  autopsies 
as  they  come  in  order. 

Junior  Year. —  Subjects  covered:  Anatomy  and  phys¬ 
iology,  bacteriology,  materia  medica,  treatment  in 
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diseases,  medical  and  surgical  dressing,  urine  analysis, 
microscopic  examination  of  sputum  and  excreta,  demon¬ 
stration  in  practical  nursing  and  bandaging;  observa¬ 
tion  in  lying-in  room,  operating  room  and  X-ray  room; 
care  of  infectious  cases,  giving  medical  treatments, 
surgical  dressings,  making  of  surgical  and  obstetrical 
supplies;  nursing  care  of  infants  and  children;  night 
duty;  preparation  and  care  of  the  dead. 

Senior  Year . —  In  weekly  classes  the  subjects  followed 
are  obstetrics,  gynaecology,  surgical  and  operating  room 
technique,  orthopedic  nursing,  administration  of  anaes¬ 
thetics,  radiology  and  electrotherapeutics;  diseases  and 
treatments  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat;  diseases  of 
the  skin,  complications  and  management  in  diseases  of 
the  kidneys  and  urinary  system,  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system;  insanity  and  nervous  diseases;  nursing  care  of 
feeble-minded  children;  treatment  of  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs;  preventive,  curative  measures,  and 
general  management  of  tuberculosis;  nursing  care  of 
chronic  and  incurable  patients;  service  in  operating 
room  and  lying-in  room,  infant  feeding  and  preparation 
of  milk  formulse. 

Senior  nurses  assume  responsibility  of  the  management 
of  the  wards  in  the  absence  of  the  head  nurse  in  charge, 
admitting  patients  into  the  wards,  discharging  of  the 
same,  listing  and  care  of  patients’  clothing,  charting, 
keeping  of  nurses’  records,  giving  treatments  and  ful¬ 
fillment  of  doctor’s  orders;  serving  of  special  diets  to 
patients. 

An  extended  course  is  given  in  dietetics  and  invalid 
cooking,  covering  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations 
on  the  chemical  composition  of  foods,  food  values, 
sources  and  classifications;  uses  and  preparations  of 
foods  and  beverages,  with  methods  of  serving  the 
same. 

Course  in  massage,  where  by  means  of  lectures  and 
practical  demonstrations  and  manipulations  the  details 
of  such  treatments  are  taught  and  the  art  of  applying 
judiciously  and  according  to  physiological  laws  the 
various  passive  and  resistive  movements. 

Candidates  will  be  received  between  the  ages  of 
twenty  and  thirty  years  (married  women  are  not  desired) . 
They  must  be  of  sound  health  and  have  teeth  in  good 
condition.  They  should  send  a  brief  personal  history 
and  give  the  names  and  addresses  of  responsible  persons, 
not  of  their  own  kin,  who  know  their  good  character 
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and  capabilities.  If  their  recommendations  are  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  superintendent,  they  will  be  received  for 
two  months  on  probation. 

A  personal  interview  is  required  of  all  candidates 
desiring  to  enter  the  training  school.  For  this  purpose, 
“ passes”  for  the  steamer  “ Monitor’ ’  will  be  furnished 
upon  application  to  the  superintendent  of  nurses,  who 
arranges  to  see  candidates  on  Saturday  afternoons. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  month,  candidates,  if  con¬ 
sidered  satisfactory  to  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the 
hospital,  are  permitted  to  join  the  school  upon  signing 
an  agreement  to  complete  the  prescribed  course  of  two 
years  and  to  conform  to  all  rules. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  authorities  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  to  terminate,  at  any  time,  the  connection  of  any 
pupil  for  inefficiency,  misconduct,  generally  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  record,  or  for  any  other  reason  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient.  Nurses  marrying  during  course 
of  training  must  sever  -connections  with  the  school. 

While  the  education  and  training  which  are  afforded 
are  intended  to  be  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services, 
there  is  given  the  pupils,  toward  defraying  their  neces¬ 
sary  personal  expenses,  $10  per  month  during  the  first 
year  and  $12  per  month  for  the  second  year. 

If  pupils  successfully  fulfill  the  requirements  for  the 
full  term  of  two  years  and  pass  the  necessary  examina¬ 
tions,  they  will,  upon  the  termination  of  their  service, 
receive  a  diploma  from  the  hospital. 

There  are  no  fixed  dates  for  the  beginning  of  service; 
accepted  candidates  may  enter  whenever  vacancies 
occur,  but  are  usually  received  in  order  of  application 
and  acceptance. 

Pupils  are  not  permitted  during  their  training  to 
leave  the  training  school  to  nurse  sick  relatives  or 
friends. 

Pupils  are  required  to  wear  the  training  school  uniform 
after  they  join  the  school. 

Hours  of  duty  for  day  nurses  are  from  7  a.  m.  to 
8  p.  m.;  for  night  nurses  from  8  p.  m.  to  7  a.  m.  Each 
nurse  on  day  duty  is  allowed  two  hours  for  rest  and 
recitations,  four  hours  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  a 
fortnightly  twenty-four  hour  leave  of  absence.  Nurses 
on  night  duty  are  required  to  be  in  bed  until  4  p.  m. 
Nurses  will  be  called  on  for  two  or  more  months’  regular 
night  duty  during  each  year’s  training.

Chapter  395  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  as  Amended  by  Chapter 

1+51  of  the  Acts  of  1897 . 


An  Act  to  establish  separate  departments  of  the  city 

OF  BOSTON  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  CHILDREN,  PAUPERS,  INSANE 

PERSONS  AND  CRIMINALS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Children’s  Institutions  Department,  the 
Pauper  Institutions  Department,  the  Insane  Hospital  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  are  hereby  created  as  departments  of  said  city,  and 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  officers  herein  designated  there¬ 
for.  Said  officers  shall  be  citizens  or  taxpayers  of  said  city,  and 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  without  confirma¬ 
tion  by  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  provisions  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  of  all  other  acts  relating  to  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  officers  or  employees  thereof, 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  applicable  to  said 
departments  and  the  officers  and  employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  departments,  except  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board 
of  seven  trustees,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  women  ; 
during  the  current  year  one  of  said  trustees  for  each  of  said 
departments  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  two 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two 
for  the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety-seven;  and  hereafter  in  the  year  in  which  any 
term  or  terms  shall  expire  a  trustee  or  trustees  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May 
in  the  year  of  appointment;  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said 
trustees  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  a  trustee  as  aforesaid 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  Said  trustees  shall  serve  with¬ 
out  compensation,  but  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  shall  be  paid  by  said 
city  if  approved  by  a  recorded  vote  of  the  board  of  which  the 
trustee  incurring  such  expense  is  a  member.  They  shall 
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organize  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  who  shall  be 
one  of  their  number  and  of  a  secretary  who  may  or  may  not, 
at  their  discretion,  be  one  of  their  number.  No  such  trustee, 
nor  any  person  in  the  employ  of  any  of  said  trustees  or  depart¬ 
ments,  shall  be  interested  in  a  private  capacity,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  agreement  for  labor  or  for  articles 
furnished  for  any  of  said  departments. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Children’s  Institu¬ 
tions  Department  shall  be  known  as  the  trustees  for  children, 
and  shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties 
relating  to  children,  or  to  any  institution  or  place  in  which 
they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  including  the  House 
of  Reformation,  now  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  upon  the  institutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  except  as  to  children  lawfully  committed  to  or  detained 
in  institutions  established  for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  adult 
insane  paupers  and  criminals. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  pauper  institutions  trustees, 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  section  three  of  this  act, 
shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relat¬ 
ing  to  poor  and  indigent  persons,  or  to  any  institution  or  place 
in  which  they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  now  con¬ 
ferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  insti¬ 
tutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Insane  Hospital 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  insane  hospital  trustees, 
and  shall  have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  Boston  lunatic 
hospital  established  by  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  all  other  hospitals  that 
said  city  has  established,  or  may  hereafter  establish,  for  the 
care  or  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  the  same  shall  hereafter 
be  known  as  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital;  and  said  trustees 
shall  have  all  the  powers  relating  to  the  insane  and  to  the  insti¬ 
tutions  in  which  they  are  confined,  conferred  by  the  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  commissioner  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  6.  The  Institutions  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  and 
the  institutions  commissioner  shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  penal 
institutions  commissioner,  and  he  shall  continue  to  have, 
exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  by 
the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions 
commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  not  conferred  by  this  act 
upon  any  other  officer  or  board  of  trustees.  The  penal  institu¬ 
tions  commissioner  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor, 
appoint  one  assistant. 
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Sect.  7.  The  Institutions  Registration  Department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  institutions  registrar,  who  shall  investi¬ 
gate  all  questions  relating  to  the  settlement  of  paupers,  to  the 
commitment  of  the  insane,  or  to  the  agency  for  discharged 
prisoners,  or  to  any  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  connected  there¬ 
with,  and  report  thereon  to  the  department  interested  therein; 
and  shall  perform  such  services  relating  to  the  accounts  and  to 
the  collection,  registration  and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating 
to  said  departments,  or  any  of  them,  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  said  mayor  or  by  the  officer  or  trustees  in  charge  of  any  of 
said  departments,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor.  Said 
registrar  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars,  or  such  other  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  Said  mayor  shall  quarterly,  in  the  months  of  June, 
September,  December  and  March,  and  at  such  other  times  and 
at  such  places  as  he  shall  appoint,  hold  conferences,  at  which 
may  be  present  said  penal  institutions  commissioner,  said  insti¬ 
tutions  registrar,  two  members  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  boards  of 
trustees,  to  be  selected  by  such  boards  severally,  and  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  selected  by  such 
board,  to  consider  any  subjects  relating  to  the  work  of  said 
departments,  or  of  any  two  or  more  of  them,  or  to  the  co-ordi¬ 
nation  of  such  work,  and  at  said  conferences  said  mayor  shall 
preside. 

Sect.  9.  The  City  of  Boston  may  take  and  hold  any  real  or 
personal  property  which  may  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or 
devised  to  and  accepted  by  it  for  the  benefit  of  any  one  or  more 
of  said  departments  or  of  the  persons  under  the  care  thereof. 
Such  property  or  the  income  thereof  shall  be  used,  applied  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  lawful  directions  of  the  donor 
thereof,  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  such  department  or 
departments. 

Sect.  10.  Any  officers  or  employees  of  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose  tenure  of  office  or 
position  may  be  affected  by  this  act  or  the  carrying  out  thereof, 
may  be  appointed  to  similar  positions  in  said  city  at  any  time 
within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  civil  service 
examination  or  enrolment. 

Sect.  11.  No  veteran  holding  an  office  in  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  removed  or  sus¬ 
pended,  or  shall  without  his  consent  be  transferred  from  such 
office  or  employment,  except  after  a  full  hearing  before  the 
mayor,  and  at  such  hearing  the  veteran  shall  have  the  right  to 
be  present  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Such  removal, 
suspension  or  transfer  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  mayor.  [Approved  May  13,  1897. 
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Chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1908. 


An  Act  to  change  the  name  of  the  pauper  institutions 

DEPARTMENT  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  pauper  institutions  trustees,  as  established 
by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
the  Boston  infirmary  trustees,  and  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Infirmary  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
